for the purpose of 'chewing the rag "

a mining district iH apparent every- 
where. All are Interested in mines 
and minerals, from the rugged street 
victim who tries lo hell Ins "speci 

mens," to the unsophisticated tender 

foot, to the gray haired, red fsoed 
bonanza king with a million at his 

hack. On the streets, the knots of 

iiicn discuss the probable produot of 

the mines during the year | also the 
'• strikes" just made in a newly locat- 
ed gulch; the good indications found 

in such and such a locality, etc.. At 

meal times, the men discuss nothing 
else. Let, the miners, any where in 
the land, come upon a rich body of 
mineral, and in a few hours the news 
of the "strike" is in everybody's 

mouth. The atmosphere is 'full of 

the very spirit of this all absorbing 
race lor wealth. The stranger who 
can stand the excitement and not get 
the mining f, !V er, must have a con 
slilution of impenetrable stuff, Near 
ly all types of the human race are lo 
he found in our population. They 
OOme from every quarter, and re- 
present every class. John China 
man is alone conspicuous by his 
absence. The altitude is too great 

for him. He has tried it once, we are 
told, Last winter when the snow 
was on the ground and the sleighing 
in perfect order, John came slid 
down flic valley on a bob sleigh as 

quietly as a falling snowfiake. After 
his long ami cold ride, big reception 
was a warm one. A committee

Situated at a dia 
taaoe of forty live miles from a rail 

road, and separated there from by a

SOUls. You may see long lines of 
learns passing at. any time of I he day. 
The wagons ha\e largo bodies, I he 
sides rising about four loci from the 
bottom and having covers of while 
canvass, supported by wooden iiicIich 

attached to the sides. Two of these 
wagoim, one liiichcd immediately be 

bind Ih) other, and drawn by six, 
eight or ton horses or mules (in pairs), 
are under the care of one driver. 
The driver rides the loft hand 
" wheeler." From his saddle behind, 
a rope leach to the brake on the roar 
of the two WSgOnt. Over his right 
shoulder runs the rope which works 

the brake to the forward wagon, in 

his left hand he holds the "jerk line," 
or single rein, with which he guides 
his teimi. The "jerk line" running 
over the beads of the middle pairs ol 

horses is attached to the bit, of the 

"leader." By a steady pull on the 
line the leader turns on the left, 
while a series of short, jerks will 
Cause him to hear to I he right. It in 

Indeed an interesting sight to watch 

the teamsters handle their " outfits." 
They will H«>t, their brakes on bolh 
Wagons, by pulling on thn ropes al 
ready spoken of, in a nioiuenfs time, 
imd drive their loams any whore they 
like by simply manipulating the "jerk 
lino.'' They usually drive in trains of 
hall ii dozen or more, sometimes oc 
CUpying the road for half ii mile. 
When I hoy slriko the foot of the range 
where the road is very steep, ihey 
" double up," that is, put. all the stock 
on one wagon, pull that, lo ihe top, 

and then return for the other They 
haul everything in the way of nior 
Obandise into the camp mid ore and 

bullion i. ill 

And the branch of the freighting 
business is carried on hy means of the 

burro These patient animals are pro 
videii with a kind ol saddle to wniob 
articles oan be tied easily. Baoh burro 

is loaded wilh two sacks of i.re, one 

apon either side ol the "puck," while 

the stronger animals are required to 

carry i i bird sack mounted on top of 

the other two. In Ihis way, eight or 
nine jacks will (tarry a ton ol ore over 
(he range, in shout four days. These 
little animals got their own food, and 
can live on id, nost nothing. They 
turn them mil at night on the bSOUn 
tain wherever they happen to be, and 

let them rustle for their had In the 

winter, when wagons can no longer 

use the trail, Ihe jack the only 

nice ol the freighter, bearing with 

(ho piilioiioe of Stupidity, cold, hunger 



and noglecl. They are driven in packs 
of from fifty to one hundred, usually 

under the care of two men mounted 

on a large jack or horse. These men 

are termed " jack whackers," a name 

Indicative of their calling The art of 

driving a jack train is like Pat's play 
ing Of the fiddle, "by main strength 

and awkwardness." Often, when in a 
narrow portion of the trail, the head 
jacks will slop tO eat, and a blockade 

elisuee. Then comes the "jack whack 
er's" opportunity to distinguish him- 
self. In vain does he belabor I he rear- 
guard wilh his club, the advance corps 

will take their time. Then he bringa 
into play his battery of ouss words, 
shooting them over the heads of the 

blockaded jacks at the offending lead 

ors. But Daniel Webster (I hey all 
have names) stands linn, Brigham 
Young takes it easy, Blockhead Frank 

continues to eat,, while Matthew calm 
ly brushes a fly off his ear with his 
hind foot. Then the jack whacker 
dismounts, and forcing his way 

through ihe jacks, causes ihe foremost 
members of the pack to make good 
time up tin ttall fot a while Of 
course, I hey have in their population 

their share of sporting characters. 
The professional (not amateur) gam 

bier and bunko sleorcr are hero wilh 

all their attendant evils. The hunter 

and trapper comes info lown 
sionally to swap his hides for aminiini 
tion, shooting tackle and provisions.

1 certainly do not, wish to place 
myself in a dog in the manger posi 
tiOII, ami grudge our deal preceptors 
any increase in Ihe influx, ku 
small, of shining dollars, which finds 
its way into their ootVers, nor would 
I, for one, object, if a little cipher 
added to ihe huui which 

represents my annual earnings — we 
are all worshippers of Mammon in 
this thai it is welcome But still the 

claims advanced by our deaf teachers 
lo equal salaries with their hearing 
fellows, are nol such as would bear 
the test of a nice balan 

In the first place, the complainants 
asserl that the distinction is made 
Solely because »• are ileal'. The 
supposition is bolh wrong and un 
jUSt II c ivcrily accuses the heads of 
our schools of injustice and want ol 

appreciation when it need hardly be 

said that lliere are none who have the 
welfare of the deaf more at heart than 
liny In reality, however, deafness 

is ihe indirect cause of the distino 
lions made against us Deafness is 

always a i-erious drawback, and to 
argue the contrary would be lolly. 
The incidental iiieonvoniciioos are 



slight compared with the difficulties 
that must be mastered in the matter of 
education. It with hearing persons it 
demands earnest application, it will 
require double the amount with those 
who are deaf, and by as much as the 
education of a teacher is defective, by 
as much as he is unable to grasp all 
the nice peculiarities of the human 
mind as manifested in his pupils, by 
so much will the results he achieves 
be less. Whenever"' a deaf teacher 
overcomes these obstacles, and by 
sheer earnestness and force of charac 
tor fights his way to the front, it fol- 
lows that his credit is all the greater, 
and he will win every recognition due 
to his worth. Such men will always 
be gladly received into their profession, 
and I do not think they will have 
cause to complain of the compensation 
they receive. 

Mr. Wing is a splendid instance in 
point. He has not found his success 
as we find a pebble by the wayside. 
He was a teacher not only in the class 
room, but also without. When not 
teaching his pupils, he was teaching 
himself, studying philosophizing, 
working to achieve his ends. The re- 
sult was what might, have been legiti- 
mately expected. He stands head 
and shoulders above many of his deaf 
and not a few of his colleagues. His 
name is known ar>d mentioned wilh 
respect in every deaf-mute school 
throughout our broad land, and Dr. 
Gil lot's choice is but a substantial cor 
roboratton of the popular voice, whioh 
recognizes Mr. Wing as one of the 
foremost of our pedagogues. 

And in this connection, a word 
about Dr. Gillett's " move."' Though, 
by the liberal terms he has put, to Mr. 
Wing, Dr. Gillett has apparently es- 
poused the cause of deaf teachers. 
there is one thing which Mr. While 
overlooks, and this is nothing less 
than that in Illinois the number of 
deaf instructors has always been below 
the average. This is/significant, when 
we remember that in the choice of his 
teachers, Dr. Gillett has free control, 
and still more so when we remember 
that he enjoys a nations! reputation, 
and stands second to none among the 
managora of uu s. In regard 

lo the salary offered Mr. Wing, the 
fact is that Dr. Gillett knows as well 
as any one else that the first olass men 
can be obtained only by first class in 
ducements, and he had to bo liberal in 
his offers to Mr. Wing to induce him 
to sever the many ties thai bound him 
to Minnesota, anil try the fresh lields 
and pastures new of Illinois. He acted 
like a shrewd merchant who pays a 
fancy prices for fancy goods, hut with 
the fore-knowledge l hat ihey will 
bring him in return by so much higher 
ratio of profit. There was no more 
generosity in this " move'' khan there 
would he in a transaction where eigh- 
teen thousand dollars is given for an 
eighteen thousand dollar horse. 

As for Mr. Wing himself, though 
he is of course glad by his change of 
base to have SO many more of Ihe 
good things of life placed within his 
reach, still I think his manly pride 
would scorn to attach the idea of gen 
erosiiy to Dr. Gillett's offer. He 
knows that his Services will he worth 
every dollar that be gets, and this is 
something wilh which 1 fear not every 
one of our teachers can console hint 
self. So much for Mr. Wing and Dr. 
Gillett, 

Another important factor in the 
salary question, and one which is 
generally lost sight of, is that the 

supply far exceeds the demand. A 

superabundance of any commodity in 
the market will result in a correspond 
ingly low price of the article, and so 
it is with deaf teachers, and generally 
it is from their rank that the instruc- 
tors of the younger classes are drawn. 
For the Upper class, the backbone and 
sinew of the profession are reserved, 
and those are either deaf mutes who, 
like Mr. Wing, btvo demonstrated 
their fitness, or bearing men of ac- 
knowledged ability. 

And bore 1 would enter an indig- 
nant protest against (he sentiment 
which grudges these men places in 
our schools. It is thankless, selfish, 
and mercenary, and totally at variance 
with the missionary spirit which 
should possess a teacher of the deaf. 
These men are, almost without excep- 
tion, of marked ability and high educa- 
tion, and as Mr. White correctly ob- 
. they have all the world before 
Ihem in the choice of a profession. In 
fact, they are men whom any profes 
sion would have been proud to own, 
and if therefore there is any particular 
feeling which should possess us at 
having their skill eulisted in our cause, 
it should be that of just pride and 
thankfulness. Their talents are such 
that they could have readily engaged in 
Other callings with greater social and 
pecuniary advantages, and their re 
maining among us should lather be 
regarded as a commendation than the 
subject of a slur. 

Nor will the old argument hold that 
deaf teachers, by reason of their deaf 
ness, ure better able to appreciate the 
difficulties of the deaf. By analogy, 
the blind would be the best leaders ol 
the blind, and the maimed of the 
maimed. The truth is, that the hu 
man heart and human mind are funda- 
mentally the same under all circuni 
stances, and a hearing man, of educa 
tion and training, wiil as readily per 
ceive the impediments a deaf mute has 
lo struggle with as a teacher who is 
deal. Nay, it, may be argued that 
this very fellow feehng in a measure 
unfits a deaf teacher for his vocation. 
It makes him lenient, and indulgent, 
and he suffers mistakes to remain 
which another would quickly correct. 
There arc scores of hearing teachers, 
who have completely fathomed all 
the idiosyncrasies which are suppose, 1 
to be peculiar to the deaf nudes 
Take Gallaudot or Gillet or Noyes or 
Williams or Ely or Fay or any hear 



ing teacher of experience in your own 
school. The deaf-mute mind is to 
them an open book, and there is not a 
problem connected with it, which they 
cannot explain and master. 

I think that in all the above I have 
not gone beyond a plain statement of 
facts. It will not do for a deaf teach 
er who fancies himself set back to 
grumble and complain of his lot and 
make comparisons. Comparisons of 
this kind are simply odioup, and in- 
stead of bettering the cause will only 
lessen one's efficiency as a teacher. 
The real remedy is to work, and to 
emulate the progressive spirit of the 
times which allows no dullard or 
sluggard a high place in any path of 
life. There is always room at the 
top, and once there you cannot fail to 
be seen, nor will the almighty dollar 
be wanting among the recognitions 
yon will receive.
